“ This Saturday evening being the 
tim e when the annual observance of 
Hallowe’en is to take place the follow­ 
ing orders are issued for the comfort 
and protection of the eitiznas of the 
town. 
There shall be no flour throw ­ 
ing on the streets.

way. 
The molestation of personal 
property w ill not lie allowed and the 
police have instructions to arrest at 
once any ane seen carrying away or 
otherwise removing 
vehicles, deor 
steps, gates, fences, 
or anything of 
that nature.

he interfered w ith .” 
Last year Burgess Slay haugh issued 
a proclamatien forbidding the throw 
ing of flour and it had a wholesome 
effect.

venture on the streets with goad cloth - 
ing.

DEEP WATERWAYS OBSCURED 


Trip Down the Mississippi Develops I 
Into a Political Junket to Discuss 
Interstate Problems—Governors De­ 
bate Conservation of Forests. 


Helena. Ark., Oct. 28.—The ghost of 
President 
Taft’s 
speech 
in 
Boston 
praising 
Aldrich 
is 
haunting 
him. 
Uncle Joe Cannon's friends in con­ 
gress now ask that Mr. Taft give the 
same sort of a public certificate to 
him. 
They have held a meeting on 
the steamboat Quincy, of the presi­ 
dent’s Mississippi fleet, and have de­ 
cided to urge Mr. Taft to say some­ 
thing In Uncle Joe’s favor before the 
deep waterways cruise ends. 
The speaker’s friends argue that he 
is as deserving as Senator Aldrich of 
the president’s O. K. and that he 
stands in much greater need of it. 
They add tha^ the speaker and the 
senator have stood for the same thing, 
and that if Mr. Taft indorses one he 
ought to he willing to extend a sup 
porting hand to the other. 
Some of 
the speaker’s 
friends fear that the 
tariff 
agitation is going to develop 
solely into a fight against Uncle Joe, 
and they would like to have a helpful 
word or two from the president. 
Taft Not Likely to Indorse Cannon. 
It is unlikely that Mr. Taft will he 
drawn into any public expression on 
Speaker Cannon The subject is loaded 
with too much dynamite, especially in 
the middle west. The president's in­ 
dorsement of Aldrich is the most un­ 
popular thing he had done on his trip. 
and one experience undoubtedly will 
tie enough. 
The great deep waterways excursion 
has developed into a political junket 
and an occasion for discussing inter­ 
state problems. Occasionally a look at 
the m uddy river brings to the minds 
of the Junketers the real purpose of 
the trip. but that proposed fourteen- 
feet channel has got to be largely an 
afterthought. 
Mr. Taft himself had 
the temerity to suggest that the deep 
waterway a citators pause and discover 
whether they really want the Missis­ 
sippi deepened, whether the merchants 
themselves don’t prefer rail to water 
transportation. 
It made the deep wa­ 
terway bfxjsters gasp. this Taft state­ 
ment, and they have come to the con­ 
clusion that the president isn’t very 
enthusiastic over their pet $200,060,000 
project. 
Practically the only topic of conver­ 
sation on the float hearing the ITT con­ 
gressmen has been Uncle Joe’s future. 
Frost as Insurgents and Regulars Meet. 
The insurgents are represented on 
the boat by six men. including Victor 
Murdock, of Kansas, and Cooper, of 
Wisconsin. Many stories of Murdock’s 
unpleasant life while cooped up with 
the Cannon supporters have been car­ 
ried to tho other boats. It is said that 
he end Uncle Joe pass by without 
speaking and that when they sit down 
to dinner the frost almost freezes the 
Ice cream. 
On the steamboat St. Paul, where 
the twenty-five governors hold forth, 
the deep waterways talk has long since 
given place to a discussion of the con­ 
servation of the nation’s forests. The 
governors held a meeting similar to 
the one that was held in Washington 
fit the instance of President Roose­ 
velt. 
Gifford Pinchot. chief forester, 
told them of the work of his bureau, 
and the governors discussed means of 
co-o] oration between the states and 
the federal government In protecting 
the forests. If anybody had raised the 
cry "Fourteen feet through the Missis­ 
sippi valley.” he would have been fired 
out of the meeting, yet they call this 
a deep waterways excursion. 
Mr. Taft in his speech at Memphis 
punctured the Idea that anybody is 
going to learn anything practical about 
the Mississippi by this cruise from St. 
Louis to New Orleans. “An inspection 
and an investigation of the Mississip­ 
pi" is the way the deep waterway 
boosters have described the trip.

Think Cataclasm Occurred on Mars. 
Jjrndon, Ort. 28.—Tile Journal of the 
British Astronomical association, re- 
forlrng to the changes observed in 
Mars in September, says these phe­ 
nomena are unparalleled in past rec­ 
ords. The obliteration of the markings 
on the surface of the planet by a 
gloomy yellow veil indicates some ca­ 
tastrophe on a gigantic scale, some 
cataclasm which dwar^* the most vio­ 
lent Tellurian earthquake.

Cure For Hard Milkers. 
Many valuable cows and heifers have 
been sold at a sacrifice by the owner 
owing to the fact that they were hard 
milkers, says the Agriculturist. 
The 
cause of hard milking cows in so lltth 
understood by the average stockman 
that the disposal of such animals is 
accounted for In that way. 
But lf 
stockmen knew bow easy It is to over­ 
come hard milking in both cows and 
heifers I ain sure that no anima! would 
be disposed of for lack of treatment. 
Hard milking is due to an abnormal 
contraction of the sphincter muscle, 
regulating the stream of milk from the 
point of the teat. On the other baud 
when a cow loses ber milk it is due to 
a relaxation or an abnormal expansion 
of the sphincter muscle at the point of 
the teat.

costs less. 
Treatm ent For Colts. 
A colt often hangs out Its tongue 
because It Is inflamed with some irri­ 
tant. 
Search carefully for any sharp 
body that may have penetrated the 
tongue and remove It. Or It may have 
beeu lacerated in some manner. 
In 
this case the cut must be sewed up 
with catgut softened in warm water 
and the mouth washed out frequently 
with a lotion of permanganate of potash.
